Mr. Bevin 
Rejects Inquiry 
On Java 


R. ERNEST BEVIN 
Misa the UNO Se- 

curity Council flatly 
last night that he could 
not agree to the Ukrainian 
demand that a commis- 
sion should be sent to 
Java to investigate the 
presence there of British 
troops. 

He said the Ukrainian pro- 
pesal raised a great point of 
principle. Some time ago when 
he suggested an inquiry into 
‘he troubles in Rumania and 
Bulgaria, the Soviet replied 
nat these were sovereign 
powers. 

On the Indonesian question the 
sovereignty of the Netherlands 
had not been questioned.

(1) Nationalisation of 
tals and their direction and 
maintenance by Government 
officials; 

(2) Enrolment of all doctors 
in local organisations if they 
are willing; 

(3) Formation of local health 
centres in which all local 
doctors will eventually have

(4) Begtnning of a doctors’ 
pension scheme and a fired re- 
tiring age for doctors irrespec- 
tive of their ability; and 

(5) A scheme for the compen- 
sation of doctors who give up 
their te practices, the sale 
of wh will be banned. 

In a word, the State will take 
over medicine in all its forms, 
but it is stressed that the patient 
will still be able to choose his own 


doctor. 
DIVIDED VIEWS 


But any Government scheme 
will have to have the co-operation 
of the doctors if it is to work. To 
make it attractive, the Ministry 
of Health will declare that no 
doctor will be forced to enter into 
a contract with the Government 
for his services unless he desires. 

There will even be a scheme for 
the part-time employment of 
doctors wo do not wish to become 
Civil Servants in entirety. 

*The doctors themselves, all over 
the country, are already divided 
in their views. 

The British Medical Council 
appointed a strong and repre- 
sentative _‘egotiating Committee to 
put forward the views of the most 
influential and “traditional” 
medical authority, and the first 
barrage against the expected 
clauses of the Bill were fired when 
a list of Principles was issued. 

These form the doctors’ creed 
and appear to make it certain 
that the British Medical 

Association will be opposed to 

any scheme of nationalisation 

that any Government could 
suggest. 

Though the introduction states 
that the profession has, for a 
quarter of a century, “ stressed 
the need for a complete health 
service,” Principle One states that 
the medical profession is op) 
to any form of service which leads 
directly or indirectly to the pro- 
fession as a whole becoming full- 
time salaried servants of the State 
or local authorities.” 


DOCTORS’ FEARS 


A doctor stated: “ There may be 
a way out if we use a basic pay- 
ment to doctors, which would not 
make the doctor a_ full-time 
salaried servant of the State. and 
there might also be a solution by 
raising the capitation fee for the 
patient, which, at 10s. per head 
per year, is not much good for the

shipments, it was disclosed that part of the in- 
creased allocation of fresh eggs, which the Food Ministry 
promised, is due to arrive from Canada at Avonmouth 


this week. 


The shipment consists of 6,800 
crates for distribution all over the 
country. The vessel also carries 
large quantities of meat, cheese, 
butter and oranges. 

Here is what Canada has pro- 
mised to send us this year: 


Cheese: 125,000,000 Ib. 

Shell Eggs: 52,000,000 dozen. 
Dried Eggs: 33,000,000 dozen. 
Wheat: Shipments to exceed |

There is an exportable surplus 
of flour and wheat still un- 
marketed of 140,000,000 bushels, 
and Ottawa has made it known 
that this is intended solely for 
Britain until her needs are filled.

Also due early in the summer 
are first shipments of 25,000,000 
Ib. of dried eggs now on order 
by the British Purchasing Mis- 
sion in the U.S., an official of 
the mission said in Washington 
last night.

LTHOUGH it would allow

Immediate assistance was 
promised, but before the sol- 
diers could reach the spot, an 
outboard motor-boat was sent 
to the rescue of Mrs. Dulston 
and three young children, 
trapped in a house. 

The boat struck a submerged 
object on the return journey and 
the passengers were all flung into 
the water. They clung to an 
electric pylon until they were 
rescued by RAF personnel. 

Mr. Homan Russell, who was in 
charge of the boat, told me: 

“The boat overturned near the 
pylon and for nearly an hour we 
clung on to it until taken off by 
the Air Rescue squad. If they had 
not arrived when they did I do 
not know what we would have 
done. We could not have held out 
much longer.” 

Mrs. Dulston and her children, 
the youngest of whom is just over 
twelve months old, were com- 
pletely exhausted. They were 
taken to the home of a local 
butcher and put to bed. 

Naval Commandos, using an 
assault craft, were assisted by 
N.P.S. men, and the Air Rescue 
Personnel, using dingheys, sailed 
from house to house rescuing 
pezple. 

By early evening, all the in- 
habitants in the affected area 
had been saved. 


Tonight the work of rescuing 
cattle was proceeding withthe:

chester. 

The great L.M.S. hold-up was 
caused by extensive flooding of 
the main line around Stafford and 
the bl of the alternative 
route through Shrewsbury. 

For a time yesterday only a 
single track was working—at 
Stone, near Stoke-—for all the 
main line traffic out of Euston. 

Passengers at Euston, warned 
of inevitable delays, were advised 
to travel from St. Pancras. As 
many south-bound trains as pos- 
sible were also diverted into St. 


Pancras. 

Fortunately, yesterday broke 
fine over most of the country and 
in most areas the floods showed 


only just in time.

Ear girls of the 
First Aid Nursing

by a fire on the top floor 

of Michael House, a six- 

storey building in Ken- 
rick - place, Baker - st., 

London, W., yesterday. 

Later, Corporal Barbara Hare. 
twenty-one, and Lance Corporal 
May Cypher, nineteen, were taken 
to St. Mary’s Hospital, Padding- 
ton, suffering from burns. 

Lt.-Col, H. T. Dibley, a staff offi- 
cer working in the building, who 
assisted in the rescue work, was 
also treated but not detained. 

Flames leapt from the win- 
dows as firemen assisted the 
girls on to the roof whence they 
were carried to safety down an 
escape. One fireman risked his 
life by hanging from a window 
with a sheer drop below while 
he helped the girls. 

Normally it would have been 
Possible to step over a low coping 
on to an adjoining roof, but the 
girls were prevented from doing 
so by barbed wire. 

“To get round this they had to 
walk along a coping about 18 in. 
wide, with a big drop below, and 
firemen had to assist them,” said 
a fire official. 

The barbed wire was there be- 
cause of “hush hush” work done 
by the military authorities who 
occupied the building for several 
years.

For the story of this country vicar who is soon going to Holly- 
wood to make films, who mortgaged his home to put the Bible on 


the screen, is a strange one. 


From one small 16 mm. projector he has, in ten years. built 
Britain's most novel film company, Dawn Trust and Bible Films, 
Ltd., which makes its own films, collects negatives of old ones, and 
reissues them after making them suitable for the film fans of the 


present day.

Later, after becoming, at 
twenty-seven, the youngest vicar 
in England, he sailed steerage to 
America, where he found the 
negative of “From Manger to 
Cross” in a vault in New York. 

He brought it back and worked 
at Elstree, remaking it with 
sound. dialogue and music. It 
cost £5,000, of which he raised 
£2,000 on his securities and by 
mortgaging his house. 

To-day, 33 years after it 
packed the Albert Hall three 
times daily for three months, 
“From Manger to Cross” is 
drawing audiences in every part 
of the globe. 

Recently he bought for his non- 
profit-making library the first 
four of a series of 30 Bible-story 
films made in Hollywood. Now 
he is appealing to 20,000 clergy to 
raise £12,000 to buy the remain- 
ing Hollywood output.
